Russell, Ellender and other 
Senators contended small farm- 
ers would be hurt most by a 
low ceiling. They argued that 
big operators, including cor- 
poration farms, might refuse to 
follow planting limits and dump 
heavy production on the mar- 
kets if they could not qualify 
for price supports. 

Senator William E, Jenner 
(Rep.), Indiana. won acceptance, 
84 to 8, of the $25,000 top limit 
on soi] bank payments on one 
farm in any one state. Russell's 
$100,000 limit won approval on 
a voice vote and the revised 
Williams-Jenner proposal then 
was nailed into the bill 78 to 11. 

Williams said some* 800 op- 
erators have received crop sup- 
port loans above the proposed 
$100,000 limit in recent years. 
Watkins said one recent cotton 
price support loan was for 
$1,269,000 and there had been 
loans on other crops running 
into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

He gave up the presidency 
to become Premier in 1952 and 
two years later resigned that 
post to become first secretary 
of the Communist party. The 
Same switch was made in other 
Communist bloc countries as a 
reassertion of party control, in

Nikita Khrushchev's rise to 
power. 


Bierut, who would have been 
64 vears old April 12, died after

SATELLITE WORK 


REACHES MOST 


URITICAL PHASE 


Contract Let ” Rocket 
That Will Give Body 
Final Push Through 
Space. 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 

WASHINGTON, March 13) 
(UP)—Work 
sort of Roman candle that will | 
give the earth satellite its final 
Push through space at 18,000 
miles an hour. 

The rocket is the third stage 
of the motor with which this 
eountry hopes to launch the 
world’s first artificial moon next 
year. 

Contracts long since were 
awarded for the other stages. A 
mew one, it was learned, has 
now been let for the last and 
trickiest and most critical stage. 


It was not immediately learned | 


who got the award for the third 
stage. 

But the mere fact that the 
award has been made indicates 
that Project Vanguard, the 


earth satellite program, is mov- | 


ing ahead. 

Most Spectatular Phase. 

The satellite undertaking is 
the most spectacular phase of 
the International Geophysical 
Year (1.G.Y.), a multi-nation 
effort to amass new knowledge 
of the earth and the sun. 

The hope of 1.G.Y. scientists 
is that the first satellite will be 
shot into its orbit some time 
between July 1 and Sept. 30 
next year. 

Nobody knows whether that 
goal will be met. 
the men closest to the project 
told the United Press they are 
operating on the theory that it 
will. If there is an initial fail- 
ure, or even several—“we'll try 
again.” There will be no “tech- 
nological sacrifices just to meet 
a target date.” 

The Navy, in charge of Pro- 
fect Vanguard, has assigned to 
the Martin Co. of Baltimore the 
job of getting the satellite 
launcher ready. Subcontracts 
for the first and second rockets 
were awarded to General Elec- 
tric Co. and Aerojet-General 
Corp 

Only 20 Inches Across. 

The Navy itself ts. building 
the satellite. The American 
I1.G.Y. committee sald recently 
the satellite would be an in- 
strument-packed globe 309 in- 
ches in diameter. That was 
wrong. It will be only about 20 
inches across. It will weight 
about 21.5 pounds. 

The 1.G.Y. group also said 
10 satellites will be fired in 
the hope of getting five or six 
into the planned orbits 200 to 
800 miles high. Actually, no 
firm decision has been made as 
to the number. 

Nobody seems to doubt that 
the first two stages will per- 
form substantially as designed. 
General Electric plans to make 
stationary ground tests of the 


first stage some time this 
spring, either at Schenectady, 
N.Y., or near Cincinnati. 


Less is known here about 
Aerojet’s progress with the sec- 
ond stage, although the word 
in sateliite circles is that this 
phase, too, is going along well. 

Much Is Known. 

A lot alfeady is known about 
the technical problems involved 
in both the first and second 
stages. ‘These are the stages 
that will boost the satellite to 
a height of some 300 miles, 
completely outside the atmos- 
phere for most practical pur- 
poses 

The third stage is the sticker. 
This is the one that contains 
the satellite like an egg itn its 
nose. This is the one that will 
shove the satellite horizontally 
into its 18,000 mile-an-hour or- 
bit around the earth.

Nations. At the same time an Arab state contain- 
ing some 4500 square miles was carved out of 
what had been the British mandate of Palestine. 

Although the’ war’ among Israel and its 
neighbors was stopped by the-armistices of 1949, 
no general peace settlements have been achieved 
and the boundaries of Israel and its neighbors 
remain matters of dispute. Israel, shown in yel- 
low, has expressed satisfaction with the bounda- 
ries as delineated by the armistices of 1943 since 
they give the new: state considerably more terri- 
tory than did the original partition of Palestine in 
1947. The Arab states, in green, on the other 
hand, unable to drive Israel into the sea, want to 
return to the original partition lines. 

An important factor in the mounting tension 
was dismissal by Jordan of Lt. Gen. John Bagot 
Glubb—Glubb Pasha—who for 25 years had com- 
manded Jordan’s famed Arab Legion, which has 
been described as the only real fighting force on 
the Arab side. 

Charges of shootings and penetrations of 


Israel territory from the surrounding Arab states 
within recent days have added to fears among 
western diplomats of a general outbreak of fight- 
ing. , 
In a six-day conference just concluded at 
Cairo, the big three of the Arab world—Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia and Syria—have announced agree- 
ment on a plan for united “defensive” action 
against any possible violence by Israeli forces. 

The communique issued after the Arab “Big 
Three” conference said the threg had outlined a 
program “insuring Arab security, preserving the 
structure of the Arab Nation and defending it 
against the dangers of Zionist aggression and 


foreign domination which prevent a state of peace _ 


and stability from reigning over the area, thus 
provoking a state of tension and threat.” The 
communique further referred to an “all-conclusive 
plan” for “political, military, economic and cul- 
tural” ‘achtiontiies of forces for the general good 
of the Arab Nation. | . 
Chief Western instrument for stabilizing the 
situation in the troubled area is the Bag 


Pact, composed of Turkey, Iraq, Iran and Pakis- 
tan. Britain, which sponsored it, has asked the 
United States to come into the pact as an active 
partner in an effort to save the deteriorating sit- 
uation. 

While there has been talk in Israel of a pre- 
ventive war, an Israeli spokesman has denied 
any such intent, saying that his nation had had 
superior military strength since 1949 and “could 
have licked them (the Arabs) at any time, but we 
didn't start a war.” 

Israel on Sunday sent a new protest to the 
United Nations, charging that Egypt had massed 
two divisions at the Egypijan-Israeli borders, in 
violation of the 1949 armistice. At the same time, 
a press release from the Israeli embassy in Wash- 
ington listed 48 border incidents in the first two 
months of 1956. 

The increasing bitterness of feeling among 
the nations in the Middle East has spurred the 
Western Allies to re-examine hastily and urgently 
their policies regarding the area, in the hope that 
a new and more positive line can be found.

Who Consumes Roads? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The testimony before a committee 
of Congress of the assistant general 
manager of the American Trucking 
Association is as notable for what it 
omits as for what it contains. 
Avoided is any approach to an an- 
swer to the question: Who con- 
sumes our roads? 

In Illinois two similar stretches 
of highway were laid down at about 
the same time; one was used by 
lighter vehicles, the other by trucks. 
After a period of years the first re- 
mained in good condition, the sec- 
ond was pretty well gone. 

Some years ago a concrete high- 
way was built in the form of a test 
track with several lanes, to evaluate 
the relative destructive effect of test 
vehicles of a range of weights and 


types. The reported result left no 
doubt as to “who consumes our 
roads.” 


I suggest that the Post-Dispatch 
could perférm a significant public 
service in collecting and publishing 
the results of these and similar tests 
establishing the technical facts. I 
believe that the consensus of such 
tests will warrant holding that a 
gallon of fuel used in a heavy truck 
represents much more highway de- 


struction than the same amount 
used, say, in a Cadillac. 
The truckers’ chief competitor, 


the railroad, must pay for its own 
roadbed. Why shouldn't the ‘truck- 
ers have to pay for theirs” 

In addition to the main items of 
highway construction and mainte- 
nance, much money is needed for 
a continuous inspection program 
adequate to curb the wanton and 
widespread practice of exceeding 
weight limits. As this problem is 
the sole creation of the truckers, 
why shouldn't they pay for it?

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Dangerous Odyssey 


The Mediterranean sea which was the “mare 
nostrum” of ancient Rome and.“Britain’s lake’ 
in more recent times is today a sea of troubles 
in nobody's possession. 

From the Dardanelles almost to Gibraltar, vio- 
lence Has occurred, peace is threatened and the 
Western powers are hard-pressed to exercise 


what influence remains to restore stability; 


Greece: Free from civil war and Communism 
only after a costly struggle, this nation has now 
demanded that the United States intervene “for 
justice” in the Cyprus dispute between Greece 
and Britain. The Greek warning carries the im- 
plication that only the Communists and other 
extremists can gain from division between West- 
ern powers. 

Cyprus: Paralyzing strikes have spread through 
the historic island in support of the long cam- 
paign for annexation to Greece and against the 
British deportation of Archbishop Makarios. 
Meanwhile Britain has reinforced its patrols in 
an effort to secure its last important military 
base in the Eastern Mediterranean. 


Israel: This little new nation has heard alarm- 
ing reports of two Egyptian divisions mass- 
ing on its southern borders, and has protested 
to the United Nations charging Arab truce viola- 
tions. Israel also is seeking arms supplies to 
meet the threats from the south and the east 
where Jordan recently dismissed British Gen- 
eral Glubb as commander of the Arab Legion. 


Egypt: Premier Nasser of Egypt, King Ibn 
Saud of Saudi Arabia and President Shukkri 
Kuwatly of Syria have ended their “summit” 
meeting with a statement that their nations, the 
principal enemies of Israel, will henceforth -co- 
ordinate their defense forces. 


Tunisia: A new semi-autonomous government 
which was formed after nationalist rioting in 
this French protectorate, finally claims to have 
“liquidated” nationalist groups demanding an 
alliance with Algeria. Popular pressure, how- 
ever, compels the government to seek more and 
more freedom from France. 


Algeria: Hundreds have been killed in open 
fighting massacres involving Algerian nattonai- 
ists and French colonists and troops. Caught 
between the colonists’ demands for repression 
and the native demand for®freedom, Premier 
Mollet of France has devised a dual policy: mili- 
tary suppression of revolts under emergency 
powers and an offer of greater home rule and 
free elections when peace is restored. 


Morocco: Following battles between French 
troops and the Riffs and other dissident tribes- 
men, French and Moroccan officials have agreed 
to suspend the 1912 treaty making Morocco a 
French protectorate, and under a new protocol 
have reduced the authority of the French Resi- 
dent General and promised more self-govern- 
ment. Bloodshed has halted at least temporarily. 

Thus around the Mediterranean old and new 
nationalisms, dying colonialism and threatening 
Communism have created a complex of insta- 
bility which cannot be faced if it is thought in- 
soluble. The Trieste dispute on a northern reach 
of the same sea was once thought insoluble. But 
in 1954 ltaly and Yugoslavia signed a treaty 
which put aside a dangerous border dispute in 
the interest of peace. 

None of the disputes, from Cyprus to Algeria, 
matches the Trieste case, but the elimination of 
the latter offers a background for hope and de- 
termination in the Western capitals. Along the 
Mediterranean as in Southeast -Asia, Western 
leadership must be exercised if it is to endure. 
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A Life in the Garden 

One of the reasons why flowers look so pretty 
is that George H. Pring has lived and worked 
among them. 

Mr. Pring, who is superintendent of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden, familiarly known as 
Shaw's Garden, is being honqred on the occa- 
sion of his fiftieth anniversary there. In his long 
vears among flowers—he began at 14 and will 
be 71 next December—he has worked in two of 
the world’s foremost botanical gardens. He was 
the youngest person ever graduated from the 
Royal Botanical Gardens, at Kew, near London, 
at the age of 20. 

At Shaw's, Mr. Pring deVeloped the finest 
orchid collection in the country, including 10 of 
the most outstanding of the hybrids he has cre- 
ated. He then turned to and became the world’s 
foremost lily hybridist, creating 37 new water 
lilies, more than any other person in history. 

Shaw's had 300 orchid plants when he came 
to it in 1906; now it has more than 50,000, in 
1200 varieties. Mr. Pring has made six collecting 
expeditions to Central and South America in 
search of new plants. On one six-month trip to 
the Andes he collected 4000 orchid plants. 

Because of Shaw's pre-eminence in orchid cul- 
ture, the first world orchid conference was held 
in St. Louis in 1954. Mr. Pring received the Na- 
tional Association of Gardeners’ Gold Medal for 
originating a strain of day-blooming water lilies, 
and the Thomas Roland Medal of the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society—the first time 
the latter had gone west of the Mississippi river. 

Pring hybrids have been distributed all over 
the globe. Many of them are at Kew, and on a 
trip abroad in 1951 Mr. and Mrs. Pring ran 
across two of the Pring water lilies—named the 
St. Louis and the Missouri—at Zurich, Switzer- 
land, in one of Europe’s largest nurseries. 

As his friends and admirers pay a well-earned 
tribute to this fine citizen of St. Louis for so 
many years so well spent in our midst, there 
may be one hitch. They are going to have a hard 
time finding lovelier flowers to give him than 
those he has already given the world. 
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Older Than We Think? 

The suggestion made by a Columbia Univer- 
sity scientist and another from the Basel Nat- 
ural History Museum that bones found in north- 
ern Italy may explode the Darwinian theory— 
or at least show that a very human creature was 
alive a good 9,800,000 years before his primitive 
“ancestors” were wandering about Asia—may 
be more of a shock to laymen than to other 
scientists. Even Thomas Huxley, Darwin’s stout 
champion, insisted that there was not enough 
evidence for full acceptance of evolution. And 
there has been a resurgence of skepticism. 

But “survival of the fittest” had a fascinating 
appeal for the popular mind. It explained so 
much, and it justified so much. Religious, philo- 
sophical and historical disciplines—with their 
reminders of human shortcomings—were chafing. 
Men wanted to believe in the inevitability of 
progress, especially for.the strong and the 
quick-witted. Here was warrant even for exploit- 
ing “the lesser races beyond the pale.” So why 
remember that Darwin's evidence was skimpy 
and that his analogies and suppositions were 
many? Science could not be wrong. 

The moralists, of course, were bothered. The 
new dogma might be used to, justify a trium- 
phant tyrant. But even the philosophers be- 
came more pragmatic, and the ordinary man in- 
sisted that “nothing succeeds like success." The 
blessings of meekness could be confined to Sun- 
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day school. To the credit of their own discipline. 
the scientists never removed the label of 
“theory” from Darwin. They kept their minds 
open as they searched for facts to support it 
Thev lost an of evidence when 
the Piltdown skull recently was shown to be a 
hoax. Those Italian bones may be another set 
back. But they may call only for modification 
of the theory rather than its complete abandon 
ment. The big lesson is for the laymen. It is 
he who tends to forget that the scientist is not 
omniscient, that all his methods are not infal- 
lible. Even though the “social sciences” have 
been piled on the physical sciences, we still are 
beset by problems and dangers. We do not vet 
have all the answers. 
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Placing the Military Airport 

An excellent proposal has been made for re- 
ducing the air traffic congestion at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field and yet at thé same time saving the 
fine military aviation units there from being 
moved outside the St. Louis area. The plan, 
submitted to the Defense Department by the 
City of St. Louis and the Chamber of Commerce 
of Metropolitan St. Louis, merits earnest consid- 
eration at the Pentagon as soon as possible. 


In brief Mayor,Tucker and Chamber President 
Kaufmann suggest a $30,000,000 airport in a 
sparsely populated area of St. Charles county 
where military flying and jet plane testing could 
be carried on. Such a location would greatly re- 
duce the hazard to persons on the ground in any 
such accidents as the four military jet crashes 
near Lambert Field since last July. 

The benefits to commercial flying can be seen 
by a glance at federal figures on Lambert Field 
for 1955: Total plane movements were almost 
194,000, of which 62.180 were military. With the 
military removed, there would be much less 
congestion. There also would be relief at Lam- 
bert Field from the noise that now goes with 
jet testing and flying. 

The building of such an airport in St. Charles 
county would mean that the Navy and National 
Guard units now at Lambert Field would still be 
close enough to St. Louis not to suffer in any 
way. The new field's military importance would 
increase in time. It would be useful for inter- 
ceptor planes now stationed in this general area. 
Its runways could be long enough for the biggest 
jet bombers now on the drawing board. 

It would mean that at least two bomb hits 
would be necessary, in case of any attack, to 
knock out major air field facilities on this side 
of the river. And in view of the Air Force plea 
for more bases for wings of the Strategie Air 
Command, it might even be large enough for 
that purpose. 

The airport also would be useful for ogcasion- 
al overflow traffic from Lambert Field. Mayor 
Tucker and Mr. Kaufmann give fecognition to 
this fact in their offer for the city to participate 
financially in the proposal. The need for this 
military airport is pressing right now and with 
the advent of jet airliners here within three 
years it will be really desperate. Airports cannot 
be built overnight. A létle support from Mis- 
souri and Illinois Congressmen right now would 
help in insuring that St. Louis's excellent mili- 
tary airport proposal gets proper consideration 
without delay. 
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Missouri G.O.P. Begins to Stir 

If the people of Missouri are td have a choice 
in the race for the office of Governor next No- 
vember it is imperative that there be able, qual- 
ified men in the Republican and Democratic 
primaries in August. And if there are to be able, 
qualified men in the primary, able and qualified 
men must be coming to the fore this spring. 

Up to now there has been little to report on 
the Republican side. But the name of Lon 
Hocker, St. Louis lawyer, who distinguished him- 
self last summer and fall as counsel to the Sen- 
ate judiciary subcommittee on constitutional 
rights, is being talked about. Joseph M. Wheal- 
en of the Ralston Purina Co. has already filed. 
Albert E. Schoenbeck, general attorney of the 
Wabash Railroad; State Senator Leo J. Rozier 
of Perryville, and Circuit Judge Randolph H. 
Weber of Poplar Bluff are reported interested 
in the nomination. 

This is all to the good. No one can be sure 
which party is going to carry Missouri for the 
governorship this year. It looked like a strongly 
Democratic year in 1940, yet Missouri voters 
went to the polls and elected Forrest C. Donnell, 
a Republican. Let both parties offer outstanding 
men and the people of Missouri are bound to 
win whichever party carries the state.

Margaret Truman’s America 

Some half dozen years ago, Alistair Cooke 
explained to the British people over the BBC 
why it was that an American girl like Margaret 
Truman could be so natural in all situations 
and circumstances. He described life on a 
Middle Western farm such as her father worked 
on in Missouri. Then Mr. Cooke’ said: 


The banker’s son may decide to be a 
farmer, the farmer’s son may go into a 
bank. There is nothing final about these 
changes Harry Truman can do all the 
chores of a farm, and most of the jobs 
around an automobile service station. He 
has been a.roadmender, a judge, a haber- 
dasher, and a bookworm. And Margaret 
Truman in her téens, ‘by the time she 
reached Washington, had rubbed shoulders 
with a wider span of society than she would 
have done if her father had been a New 
York stockbroker or policeman. 

In her life no occupation was mysterious 
and none likely to inspire awe. It is no 
accident that she took to the White House 
as she would have taken with equal zest to 
a California citrus: ranch or a life at Fort 
Riley as a Cavalry officer’s daughter. Mr. 
Truman didn't want to be President. 
He said, “The White House is no place for 
children.” He belittled the value of a Mid- 
western farm background and underestimat- 
ed the adaptibility it fosters. 

So Margaret Truman happens to be just 
a Midwestern girl used to moving around 
and could take in her stride a Washington 


society in which old farming friends and 
Kansas City boys juggle drinks with am- 
bassadors and lawyers. If she had been 
what they call a well-brought-up Eastern 
girl, I think she would have been more 


likely to blush and stumble at Buckingham 

Palace and Versailles. 

But she knows only one way to behave— 
the way she has always done. And her 
manner is easy and spry and ironic, be- 
cause ‘she came frem a very civilizing 
school—from the farming-city life of the 
Midwest, where you run into so many skills 
that ignorance is no shame; where the 
judge and the tractor-hand, the postman 
and the lawyer had better all be treated 
with equal respect. They may be switching 
jobs any day. 

That is what Alistair Cooke said about Mar- 
garet Truman. He repeated it in his extra- 
ordinarily perceptive beck, “One Man's Amer- 
ica,” and this is the day of days on which to 
hear it again.

The next biggest question, and vir- 
tually the only one that will confront 
the Republican national convention, is 
who will be picked for second place on 
the ticket. 

More consideration than usual will 
be given to the vice presidential nom- 
ination this year because of Mr. 
Eisenhower's recent heart attack. Al- 
though his doctors 
have pronounced 
him fit, and he 
would not have con- 
sented to run for 
a second term if he 
had not thought he 
would be able to 
carry the burden, 
the possibility of 
the Vice President 
succeeding to the 
presidency will be 
freely discussed 
during the cam- 
paign. 

The Democrats George M. Humphrey 
already have indi- 
cated their intention of making Mr. 
Fisenhower’s health an issue, and the 
President himself has promised to keep 
the people truthfully informed as to 
his physical condition. 

We think Mr. Eisenhower's decision 
will prove to be a wise one. If he is re- 
elected and serves out his term, we can 
expect his influence to continue effec- 
tively in behalf of peace and prosperity 
and maintenance. of the era of good will 
which his Administration has promoted 
and nurtured. 

But if he should not serve out his 
term? There is always that possibility, 
even when a President has never had a 
heart attack or any other illness. For 
that reason, the Vice President should 
be capable not only of carrying out the 
President’s policies, but of retaining.the 
confidence of the people and the loyalty 
of those serving in the Administration. 

We have a great deal of respect for 


Vice President Richard Nixon. He is 
entitled tm full credit for his part in 
alerting the country to the danger of 
the Communist menace; he has worked 
hard at his job and is probably the best 
trained Vice President this country has 
ever had. We also think he has been 
criticized at times unfairly and without 
reason. 

But the fact remains that Mr. Nixon 
has an uncanny faculty of antagoniz- 
ing people. Whether the antagonism 
is justified or not is beside the point; 
they are antagonized, and this applies 
to a great many Republicans as well 
as Democrats and independents. We 
greatly fear that the confidence and 
unity which the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has built up might be impaired if 
Nixon were to become President. 

The Plain Dealer therefore suggests 
to the Republican party the nomination 
of Secretary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey as its vice presidential 
candidate. He is generally regarded as 
the ablest member of the Eisenhower 
team, 

Moreover, he has the same flair for 
getting along with people arfd inspiring 
their respect and confidence that Mr. 
Eisenhower has. Why should the Re- 
publicans pick anyone with lesser quali- 
fications for second place on their 
ticket? 

It will be said in derogation of Mr. 
Humphrey that he is a successful busi- 
ness man. So what? Would anyone pick 
an unsuccessful business man to be sec- 
ond in line to run the biggest business 
in the world? 

Moreover, as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Humphrey has performed a 
service for every wage and salary earn- 
er, every pensioner and everyone with 
a savings account or a life insurance 
policy, by adhering to policies; which 
have maintained the stability of the 
dollar over the past three years. If in- 
flation had prevailed instead of stabili- 
ty, the prosperity in which all have 
shared would be a meaningless fiction. 

And so, for a winning ticket, and a 
continuation of peace, prosperity and 
confidence, we propose Eisenhower and

Passamaquoddy Again

Some ancient echoes are awakened 
by a bill which President Eisenhower 
signed recently. It authorized a $3,000.- 
000 study of the celebrated—or no- 
torious —- Passamaquoddy project for 
hitching the tides off the Maine coast 
to electric generators. 

In the mid-1930s, ‘‘Passamaquoddy” 
became a synonym for the impractical 
aspects of New Dealism. It was a pet 
project of President Roosevelt, who 
spent some $7,000,000 from his emer- 
gency relief funds on it. The money 
built a village for unemployed workers 
and two small dams. Congress refused 
further funds for it in 1936. 

Revival of the project might make It 
appear that the criticism was unjust. 
Such a conclusion seems erroneous. If 
Roosevelt were justified, it would hard- 
lv be necessary now to investigate the 
feasibility of the project. He was inter- 
ested in social work there, not engi- 


neering. Cynics may note the Senate 
approved the project a year ago, with 
Administration support, under circum- 
stances that smacked strongly of pork 
politics. Senators Smith and Payne, 
Maine Republicans, were reportedly op- 
posed to the St. Lawrence Seaway. But 
the day before the final Seaway vote, 
the “Quoddy” study was approved, and 
the two Senators voted for the Seaway. 

Harnessing the 18-foot tides at Passa- 
maquoddy was first proposed in 1919, 
and it was studied, extensively during 
the 1920s. Again in 1941, a Federal 
Power Commission pronounced it eco- 
nomically unjustified—that is, the same 
quantity of electric power could be 
had cheaper. 

Possibly. the new study will find that 
the rising cost of other fuels has 
changed the situation, It should also 
note, however, that nuclear power 
promises to be cheaper than any.

Ballet On the Run 


LEAP THROUGH THE CURTAIN, by Nore Kovach 
and Istvan Rabovsky, as told to George Mikes, 
(Dutton, 223 pgs., $3.80.) 
One evening in May, 1953, the Com- 

munist leaders of the East German Gov- 

ernment and their Russian masters 
were seated in the Berlin State Opera 

Jiouse awaiting a protocol ballet per- 

formance. After some delay a man ap- 

peared before the curtain and said: ‘It 
is my unpleasant duty to announce to 
our comrades that the two leading per- 
formers, Mile. Nora Kovach and Com- 
rade Istvan Rab will not be able to ap- 
pear on the stage tonight. They have 
suffered a serious motorcar accident.” 

At that moment the two leading per- 
formers had just made a graceful leap 
through the Iron Curtain by riding the 
subway to Wittenberg Platz, the first 
station in West Berlin. Nora Kovach 
was the prima ballerina, and Istvan 
Rabovsky the premier danseur, of the 
Budapest Opera, so their escape to the 
West was bound to create a minor sen- 
sation.

Only two months before they had 
received the Kossuth prize which 
is the Hungariam equivalent of the 
Stalin prize. Before that Istvan and 
Nora had studied in Russia and both 
of them had danced leading parts in 
Leningrad’s Mariensky Theater. They 
are still very young, so this {fs the 
story of their early lives and initiation 
into the corps de ballet of the Buda- 
pest Opera, and how the benevolent 
Comrade Rakosi first gave them their 
chance to go to the Soviet Union. 

There are a number of photographs 
of Nora and Istvan in gome of their 
ballet roles, but more important is 
what they have to say about the art- 
ist’s life in a satellite Communist state. 
Nora and Istvan were pampered and 
privileged though they were told what 
numbers they were to dance without 
being consulted in advance. 

The Communists organized the Buda- 
pest Opera along industrial lines and 
tried to introduce the Stakhanovite sys- 
tem and production norms into art by 
posting nonsensical signs which reag 
something like this: “Dancers! This 
year we have appeared in 50 perform- 
ances. Our target for the year is 60 
performances. Let us overfulfill our 
plan!” They are careful to point out, 
however, that this sort of idiocy is the 
aggressive overzealousness of the new- 
ly-converted, and that in the Soviet 
Union there was no confusion of ballet 
dancers with bricklayers.

Though they enjoyed a very comfort: 
able standard of living while in Hun- 
gary and the Soviet Union, they soon 
tired of the regimentation and the wide 
disparity between their way of life as 
Communist pets and that ef the rest 
of the unfortunate population. This 
led to their bold decision to go ever to 
the West. When they walked out of 
the subway station in West Berlin, Nora 
was amazed by the sight of a pushcart 
loaded with oranges and bananas which 
were practically unobtainable in East- 
ern Europe. Nora had not tasted a 
banana in eight or nine years and she 
found it incredible that people in West 
Berlin walked calmly by without paying 
any attention to the fruit, 

& few weeks after their flight to the 
West, Nora and Istvan earned their 
first dollars by dancing for Mr. Sol 
Hurok (who has written. the preface 
for this book), and had made an ap- 

earance in New York on Ed Sullivan's

little he will sit and do nothing but drawings all. day. 

“He can’t face any big problem or decision; he worries 
about it all night till he wakes up with a temperature or a 
nervous cough, thus avoiding whatever problems lay be- 
fore him, by reason of illness. When at play with his 
brother and visiting nieces or nephews, he bursts into tears 
of rage if they don’t follow his outline of play to perfection. 

“He doesn’t have any pals and he isn’t: interested in 
any play that usually interests children his age, like bicy- 
cling, roller skating, cowboys and Indians, baseball, mar- 
bles or any rough play. I'm more than a little concerned. 
I'm not asking for an All-American, but I sure would like 
to see him whooping it up like other boys.”

IT SOUNDS TO US as though your son is one of those 
boys who is quite advanced intellectually, but who is im- 
mature emotionally. Thus the matter of school placement 
for him is very difficult. If he is in the grade where he 
really belongs intellectually, the demands in other ways are 
too hard and he becomes overtired, wriggles around, acts 
silly, and makes trouble, doesn’t get on with the children. 

It is quite possible, from what you say, that he may be 
talented artistically and that, later on, he will get great 
satisfaction from that kind of ability.

BUT FOR THE TIME BEING, it seems to us that he 
might be a happier boy, and might behave better, if he 
could go through school at a slightly slower rate. Thus it 
would seem most advisable, to have him repeat first grade 
at this time. (Of course, as you know, it is very difficult 
to tell about these things without knowing the child in 
question.). But in our experience, the average boy does 
better if he is fully 7 before starting first grade. Your boy 
isn’t even 7 yet, and, as we say, his general interests and 
. behavior suggests that he is a little immature for his age. 

Our guess is that he would be a much happier, better 
behaved boy, if he could be in first grade now instead of 
second. That does not mean that he will be held back in 
his intellectual achievements in first grade, for he should 
be allowed to progress as fast as he wishes.

CHAPTER TEN 

WELVE men sat on a moun- 
T tainsiae, alone with Jesus. 

They had followed Him into 
Peter’s fishing boat, across the 
Sea of Galilee. At His order 
they beached the boat. Up a 
steep path they climbed to a 
wildflower-lined ledge. Late 
afternoon fog misted the waters 
below. It was as though they 
were on an island of rock, be- 
tween earth and heaven. 

An hour before, Jesus hed 
chosen these men to be His 
apostles, to be the first Chris- 
tians. And He had brought them 
to this mountainside to explain 


what this new faith was, to 
show them the heavenly mys- 
teries that were to be theirs—- 
and ours 

There on the sunlit ledge He 
told them all a soul needs to 


know of God and the world, of 


today, and the life to come. 
And Jesus was speaking not 
only to them, but to you, and 


to me. The men who heard Him 
learned His words by heart, and 
wrote them for all to treasure. 
Never have those words been 
forgotten, though often they are 
misunderstood 


What does it mean to be a 
Christian? It means to live in 
happiness. Since the world was 
born people have searched for 
happiness. They have said: If 
I had more money, then I would 
be happy. If they were older, 


or younger, stronger, or more 
beautiful, then certainly they 
would be happy. 

And they are wrong. Happi 
ness is found not in getting, 
but in giving, in loving God, 


and His laws. 


Jesus came to offer happi- 
ness. He did not say we would 
escape pain, or tears, sickness, 
or poverty. But He promised 
that in spite of those things we 
could still be happy, and 
blessed. 

What must we do to be truly 
happy? 


Jesus gave us eight rules, 
called the Beatitudes, because 
those who live by them are 
blessed. And because the One 
who spoke was the Son of God 
unchanging, they are as true 
today as on that mountainside 
so lo eco 

“B: ed are the poor in 


spirit, for theirs is the kingdom 
of heaven,” said Jesus. 

And He meant: Happy are 
they who are humble and not 
proud. A good Christian, He 
was saying, cares not for riches 
or fame, or proving how won- 
derful he is, because he knows 
only God is wonderful. 

“Blessed are the meek, for 
they shall possess the land,” 
said Jesus. 

And He meant: Accept God's 
will, believe that because He 
is good everything He does is 
good, and you will find happi- 
ness. Then nothing that hap- 
pens can frighten you, or make 
vou feel forsaken. A _ good 
Christian, He was saying, knows 
God cares for him, and he feels 
safe even in the _ face of 
darkness. 

“Blessed are they that mourn, 
for they shall be comforted,” 
said Jesus. 

And He meant: You who sor- 
row for others who are in trou- 
ble, and help them, shall find 
happiness. 

“Blessed are they that hunger 
and thirst after justice, for they 
shall be filled,” said Jesus. 

And He meant: You who real- 
ly want to know God, and to 
serve Him, will surely find hap- 
piness, for God will show you 
His ways, and feed your soul 

“Blessed are the merciful,” 
said Jesus, “for they shall ob- 
tain mercy.” 

“Blessed are the clean 
heart—for they shall see God 

“Blessed are the peacemak- 
ers, for they shall be called the 
children of God.” 

Jesus looked at the 12 men 
in a circle before Him. He was 
about to tell them a startling 
secret—they would find happi- 
ness in suffering, even in dying 
for His sake. We may never 
have to die as they did, but 
every Christian at some time 
will suffer a bit for His sake, 
and His words are true for us 
as they were for those 12. 

“Blessed are they that suffer 
persecution for justice’s sake, 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

“Blessed are you when they 
shall revile you and... speak 

. . evil against you, untruly, 
for My sake. Your reward 
is great in heaven!” 

The 12 men sat in silence, 
caught between the fog and the 
sunset. In their hearts His 
words repeated themselves—the 
eight rules of Christian life, so 
difficult, so simple. 

Then Jesus spoke again. 

Did they remember the Ten 
Commandments? They did. 
Then, said Jesus, remember 
those laws are for Chrfstians, 
too. But it is not-enough to 
keep from doing evil; a Chris- 
tian must not think evil either. 
A Christian must give love, and 
kindness, even when it is hard- 
est to love and be kind. 

“You have heard,” Jesus 
asked, “You shall love your 
neighbor and hate your enemy? 
But I say to you: Love your 
enemies! 

“Do good to them that hate 
you. Pray for them that per- 
secute you. . Remember you 
are the children of the Father 
Who makes His sun to rise upon 
the good and bad—and His rain 
to fajl upon the just and the 
unjust.” 

He said: 

“Be you perfect, as also your 
heavenly Father is perfect.” 

Be perfect, He said, but never 
boast of perfection. 

As the setting sun painted 
the mountain rock, Jesus ex- 
plained if you brag about your 
goodness to make others admire 
you, that will be your reward. 
But if you try to hide your 
goodness from everyone except 
God, your reward will come 
from Him. And, after all, noth- 
ing on earth can compare with 
heaven. The only reason God 
has created us, and the world, 
is to let us prepare for a life

Jesus, the King born in a sta- 
ble cave, spoke through the twi- 
light: 

“Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures on earth—where rust 
and moths can consume them, 
and thieves break through, Lay 
up treasures in heaven—where 
neither rust nor moth can con- 
sume, and where thieves do not 
break through. 

“Where your. treasure 
there is your heart also.” 

He raised His eyes over the 
darkening sea.

You cannot serve God, 
and the world with its riches. 

“Therefore I say to you, do 
not think it is important to 
worry about how you shall find 
food to eat... or fine clothes 
to wear. . 

“Behold the birds of the air.

These things and more Jesus 
explained to the Twelve on the 
mountainside. A crescent moon 
rose as He told them that only 
by prayer could a man find 
strength to live. And how should 
a Christian pray? 

“Our Father, Who art in heav- 
en, hallowed be Thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be 
done, on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread. 
And forgive us our trespasses 
as we forgive those who tres- 
pass against us. And lead us 
not into tem ptation, but deliver 
us from evil,

named Simon. In those days 
a Pharisee was a man who 
thought that God approved of 
him much more than of anyone 
else. The word Pharisee in the 
language they spoke then meant 
“someone who is separate from 
everyone else.” 

The Pharisees had made a 
list of hundreds of little rules 
which they said had to be 
obeyed to please God, but in- 
side themselves they had no 
love for God or for anyone but 
themselves. They were almost 
all rich and powerful, and they 
were also very greedy and very 
proud. 

Now Jesus of course did not 
approve of people like the 
Pharisees. Many of the people 
who lived in those times were 
afraid of the Pharisees, but 
Jesus had no fear of any man. 
, Speaking to the crowds, He

told them exactly what He 
thought of the Pharisees. He 
called them hypocrites, men 


who pretend to be so good and 
so holy, and secretly are full 
of evil and wickedness. And He 
said: 

“Woe to you scribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites! Because you 
are like white marble tombs, 
which on the outside seem to be 
beautiful, but inside are full 
of dead men’s bones, and of all 
filthiness!” 

At first the Pharisees decided 
to pay no attention to Him. And 
then, when He kept on telling 
the crowds how wicked they 
were, the Pharisees decided the 
thing to do was to laugh it off 
as a joke. 

“After all,” they said, “who 
is going to believe what a crazy 
Carpenter from Nazareth has 
to say about us? We are too 
rich and too important to care 
what this Jesus says!” 


But finally they realized that 
even if they thought Jesus was 
just a crazy carpenter, the good 
people who heard Him knew 
He was much more than a Car- 
penter, and believed what He 
said. Finally the Pharisees in 
the town of Capernaum talked 


it over, and decided they had 
better find out more about 
Jesus. 

One of them, a rich man 


named Simon, said: “I will in- 
vite Him to dinner and talk to 
Him myself, and see what kind 
of fellow He is. Maybe if He 
meets me, and sees what a 
wonderful man I am, He will 
stop saying these things about 
us. Maybe if I offer Him some 
money He will stop, too. It 
could be only because He is 
poor and jealous of us that He 
says such things.” 

Simon sent his servant to 
invite Jesus to have dinner with 
him. But when the 12 apostles 
heard about the invitation, they 
tried to stop Him from going. 

“Simon is a wicked man. He 
did not really earn the money 
that has made him rich,” said 
Peter, who had lived in Ca- 
pernaum all his life and knew 
a great deal about this Simon.

Princess Catherine will 
visit Mr. OReilly at the 
home of his parents, Mr.

O'Reilly, 5272 Westmin- 
ster place, and during her 
stay will speak before sev- 
eral groups telling of life 
today behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. Her trip to St. Louis 
is part of a lecture tour throughout the United States and 
Canada. 

During World War II Princess Catherine cared for 
downed airmen on her Romanian estate, and hid them from 
the Germans. She also worked in the prison camp where 
Mr. O'Reilly was interned, looking after the captured fli- 
ers. She escaped from her homeland in 1952 after it had 
fallen to the Communists and since then has lived in Paris 
with a married daughter, the Princess Tanda. It was in 
Paris that Princess Catherine again met Air Force Lt. Col 
Ernest Poulsen, one of the airmen she had befriended and 
the former co-pilot of Robert O'Reilly. From Col. Poulson 
she received the names and addresses of Mr. O'Reilly and 
the other American airmen she had helped during the Ger- 
man occupation, and in the course of her tour through the 
United States is visiting the men and their families.

AS ANXIETY in one person has the tendency to arouse 
it in the person listening to such a discourse, you shortly 
feel uncomfortable. The party spirit is dissipated and 
echoes of your own problems begin to sound in your ears. 

Such an ill-poised individual has destroyed the neces- 
sary social composure of the party by bringing to it a 
humor that did not properly belong there. It is true that 
when we fare forth we should do so on our best behavior, 
out of consideration of the enjoyment of other people.

Most grown-up people man- 
age to keep it within bounds, 
but no one is quite free from it 
unless you include the saints.

If another child seems to be 
enjoving his new coat his broth- 
er, maybe sister, immediately 
feels injured because he or she 
doesn’t have a better one. If 
one child sits on father’s knee, 
the one who is not there goes 
into a fit of sulks and has to 
be coaxed back to good humor, 
No, sitting on the other knee is 
not what he wants. He wants 
the knee all to himself.

EVERY FATHER and mother 
of a family suffer this annoy- 
ance and worry. They try to 
treat all the children alike. That 
never works, because each child 
is an individual with his own 
peculiar wants. Given what an- 
other likes instead of what he 
wants will not make anybody, 
much less the aggrieved one, 
happy. So what does one do? 
Grins and bears it, for the most 
part. 

Talking to .a jealous child 
helps but little. The best way 
we found was to say, “You get 
what you want, what you -need, 
because we love you. The others 
get their share the same way. 
Now make the best of it,” and 
go on from there. Not easy 
but there is no easy way.
